G.S.R. 345(E) .—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 30 of the Academy of 
Scientific and Innovative Research Act, 2011 (13 of 2012) and in supersession of the Academy of Scientific and 
Innovative Research Ordinances, 2012, except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, 
the Senate hereby makes the following Ordinances for the Academy of Scientific and Innovative Research, namely;- 
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CHAPTER! 

PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title and commencement.- (I) These Ordinances may be called the Academy of Scientific and Innovative 
Research Ordinances, 2017. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.- (1) In these Ordinances, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(a) “Academy” means the Academy of Scientific and Innovative Research established under sub-section (1) 

of section 3 of the Academy of Scientific and Innovative Research Act, 2011 (13 of 2012); 

(b) “Act” means the Academy of Scientific and Innovative Research Act, 2011 (13 of 2012); 

(c) “Board” means the Board of Governors of the Academy constituted under sub-section (1) of section 

11 of the Act; 

(d) “Chairperson” means the Chairperson of the Board appointed under sub-section (1) of section 12 of the 

Act; 

(e) “Council of Scientific and Industrial Research” means a society registered by the name of the Council of 

Scientific and Industrial Research under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 (21 of 1860); 

(f) “Director” means the Director of the Academy appointed under section 22 of the Act; 

(g) “Senate” means the Senate of the Academy constituted under section 18 of the Act; 

(h) “Vice Chairperson” means the Vice Chairperson of the Board of Governors. 

(2) Words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in the Act and the Statutes shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act and the Statutes. 

CHAPTER-II 

TERMINATION OF MEMBERSHIP OF BOARD, SENATE, BOARD OF STUDIES, FINANCE 
COMMITTEE AND OTHER SUB COMMITTEES 

3. Termination of Membership of Board, Senate, Board of Studies, Finance Committee and other sub-committees.- A 
member of the Board, Senate, Board of Studies, Finance Committee and other sub-committees shall cease to be 
such member, if- 

(i) the member dies, resigns, becomes insolvent, becomes unsound mind or convicted of a criminal offence 

involving moral turpitude; 

(ii) the member nominated in personal capacity, who is not ex officio fails to attend three consecutive 
meetings without prior information to the Chairman of the meeting concerned. 

CHAPTER-HI 

SELECTION OF STUDENTS, ADMISSION AND RESERVATION POLICY 

4. (1) The Academy shall admit students into the Academy for different courses of studies according to the 
following modalities, namely;- 

(a) admission to courses of studies shall be done twice a year, that is, during January and August; 

(b) applicants shall be admitted through online application process controlled centrally by the Academy 
and the admission or selection process shall be Council of Scientific and Industrial Research laboratory 
specific as per the options provided by the applicant; 

(c) the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research shall initiate the processes of admission and screening; 

(d) the Academy may encourage individual students for placement in multiple institutions with multiple 
guides to enhance specialised and inter-disciplinary courses of study; 

(e) the Academy may allow the students admitted to a course of study to change the stream of course of 
study; 

(f) the Academy may allow the student to request, through the Supervisor, for changing the stream of 
course of study on reasonable grounds; 

(g) for the purposes of sub-clause (f), the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of 
the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall- 
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(i) forward the request of the student to the Deans of both the disciplines; 

(ii) inform the change of stream of course of study to the offices of the Academy; and 

(iii) communicate the student to fulfill the course and credit requirements of the changed course of 
study and the credits earned by him may be carried forward. 

(h) the admission committee of the Directorate of Student Affairs may issue guidelines to complete the 
admission procedure that may be revised annually. 

(2) (a) The Director of the concerned laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall 

constitute a screening committee to screen the received applications, which shall consist of- 

(i) Director of the concerned laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research or his 
nominee as the Chairman; 

(ii) one 1 Senior member from the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research in 
the area of selection; 

(iii) any other member as desired by the Director of the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research; 

(iv) one member from the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, the Other Backward Classes, 
Minority Communities and Women; 

(v) nominee of the Dean of the corresponding faculty; 

(vi) the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research as the convener; 

(b) The number of students to be enrolled and the number of candidates screened for the aptitude test or 
interview may be between 1:4 and 1:7; 

(c) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research shall intimate the screened applicants, to appear for aptitude test or interview by electronic media 
including e-mails, website notice or any other mode of communication; 

(d) The list of screened candidates called for test or interview shall be displayed on the website of the Academy 
and the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research; 

(e) The laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Indsutrial Research may decide whether an aptitude test 
needs to be held depending on the number of screened candidates; 

(f) In case, aptitude test is conducted, the result shall be declared on the same day as of the test, and interview 
may be held in the next consecutive days, depending on the number of candidates called for interview; 

(g) The Director of the concerned laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research may constitute 
a selection committee to conduct the interview, which shall consist of- 

(i) Director of the concerned laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research or his 
nominee as the Chairman; 

(ii) two external experts; 

(iii) one Senior member from the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research in 
the area of selection; 

(iv) any other member as desired by the Director of the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research; 

(v) one member from the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, the Other Backward Classes, 
the Minority Communities and Women; 

(vi) nominee of the Dean of the corresponding faculty; 

(vii) the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific 

and Industrial Research as the convener; 

(h) The list of selected candidates shall be forwarded to the Dean of the corresponding faculty for approval and 
thereafter to the Senate for ratification; 

(i) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research shall intimate the selected candidates and display the same on its website; 
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(j) The Senate shall ratify the list of selected candidates before the beginning of the academic session. 

(3) (i) A candidate shall be admitted to a programme of study leading to the award of a degree or diploma only if 
he satisfies the conditions and criteria specified by the relevant faculty or academic unit, as approved by 
the Senate; 

(ii) The Academy may, withdraw an offer of admission made to a candidate, or expel a candidate who has 
accepted an offer of admission from the Academy but has yet to enroll or register to study at the Academy, 
where the candidate has- 

(a) at any time, been convicted of an offence by a court of law; or 

(b) in the opinion of the Academy, made a false statement or has withheld material information in 
connection with his application. 

(4) (a) The Academy shall issue photo-identity card to every student within one month of completion of the 

admission process; 

(b) The photo-identity card shall bear- 

(i) all information relating to the student, his course of study, and other information along with a 
twelve-digit enrolment number; 

(ii) the information relating to course of study along with any transition in programme, namely, M.Tech 
to Integrated Ph.D; primary node in which he is being attached and subsequent change in faculty, if 
any; and 

(iii) year of admission, session (January or August), laboratory code and the roll number and other 
information; 

(c) The enrolment number allotted to a student shall help to track his or her entire duration of association with 
the Academy; 

(d) The enrolment number shall- 

(i) form the unique identification of the student in the Academy and shall be used for all references; 

(ii) be helpful to trace the results of examinations, record of conduct, record of attendance, credits and 
other matters connected thereto; 

(5) The Academy shall follow the following procedures of admission for Ph.D Programme, namely;- 

(a) the applicant opting for Ph.D with the Academy in various disciplines shall fill up his online 
application within the specified dates; 

Note 1.- The minimum eligibility criteria shall be determined by the admission committee of the 
Directorate of Student Affairs; 

Note 2.- The candidate with any basic or combination of qualification in Science, Engineering or 
Social sciences shall be eligible to apply; 

Note 3.- Weightage shall be given to candidate having a valid national level fellowship, junior 
research fellowship or senior research fellowship of various funding agencies, innovation in science 
pursuit for inspired research fellowship or other equivalent fellowships. 

(b) the selection process shall be flexible, transparent and completely merit based giving equal 
opportunity to all; 

(c) the screening, shortlisting and selection shall be done at the laboratory level; 

(d) the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research may evolve a procedure to decide 
on the project work the student may be assigned; 

(e) the admission committee shall- 

(i) compile a final list of successful candidates, along with placement to the laboratories; 

(ii) communicate the students along with a copy to Associate Director (Student Affairs); and 

(iii) communicate the Associate Director (Administration and Finance)for initiating the 
process for collection of tuition fees; 

(f) if vacancies exist in the laboratories after allotment of candidates, the admission committee may 
undertake counseling session with wait-listed candidates to fill up such vacancies; 
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(g) the Acadmey may give admission to exceptionally bright students working as project assistants in 
laboratories of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research for Ph.D programme- 

(i) who do not have a valid fellowship either because the fellowship lapsed; or 

(ii) who have not been qualified or appeared in the examination that offer fellowship due to some 
reasons but are otherwise found to have high potential for research, based on reasonable 
grounds; 

(h) the project assistants who are being admitted to Ph.D programme shall fulfill the educational 
qualification as required for the project and the screening and selection committee shall evaluate the 
knowledge of the candidate in the subject and research capabilities critically with proper justification; 

(i) no project assistant shall be eligible for enrolment for Ph.D programme unless he has minimum one 
year residency as project assistant; 

(j) the Academy may give admission to a senior research fellow for the Ph.D programme after going 
through a specified admission procedure; 

(k) no senior research fellow shall be eligible for enrolment for Ph.D programme unless he has minimum 
one year residency as senior research fellow and has such number of research publications as the 
Academy deems fit; 

(l) (i) the Academy may call for applications from scientists of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research for Ph.D programme subject to the following conditions, namely;- 

(a) the application of the scientists shall be screened and the shortlisted candidates shall 
appear for an interview before selection committee; 

(b) the selection committee shall evaluate the knowledge of the candidates in the subject and 
the research capabilities critically with proper justification; 

(c) the candidates shall fulfill the following criteria, namely;- 

(i) he must have a guide or co-guide in another reputed institution, other than his 

primary appointing laboratory; 

(ii) the proposed research programme should be interdisciplinary; and 

(iii) he must spend one semester in the institute of the guide or co-guide including 
course work, if necessary, to justify the interdisciplinary nature of the study; 

(d) the evaluation shall be placed before the Senate from time to time. 

(ii) (a) the Academy shall encourage industry sponsored students for Ph.D programme; 

(b) the Senate may relax the terms of the course requirements for the industry sponsored students 
on the recommendation of the Dean of the faculty. 

(6) (a) The Academy may invite applications from the candidates for the M.Tech and integrated M.Tech-Ph.D in 

Engineering Science who shall submit their applications online against aimouncement of admission for 
such programmes; 

(b) The candidates should be graduates in the relevant discipline of engineering depending on the specific 
programme as stipulated by the admission committee, with a valid score of graduate aptitude test in 
engineering or graduate record examination or natoinal eligibility test (engineering) or any 

other criteria as specified by the Senate. 

(c) The candidate shall have the option of giving a maximum of two preferences and shall be screened based on 
the first and second preferences and the short-listed candidates shall be required to appear for an interview; 

(d) The admission committee shall prepare the final list of selected candidates and inform the candidates 
accordingly; 

(e) No selected candidate shall be admitted to the programme unless he paid the specified fee therefor; 

(f) If any vacany arises in the programme, the admission committee may undertake counseling sessions with 
wait-listed candidates to fill up the vacancies. 

(7) The Senate and the respective Board of Studies may decide the procedure and eligibility criteria for admission 
to the course of Master of Science (Research). 
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(8) The Senate and the respective Board of Studies may decide the procedure and eligibility criteria for admission 
to the Dual Degree Honours course. 

(9) The Senate and the respective Board of Studies may decide the procedure and eligibility criteria for admission 
to the Finishing School course.

(11) Academic Sessions and Holidays.- (1) The Academy may fix the dates for the opening and closing of 
academic sessions and may fix different dates for different faculties and academic units. 
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(2) The Academy may observe the same holidays as observed by the Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research Headquarters. 

(12) (a) The Academy shall be open to all persons, of either sex, irrespective of caste, creed, race or class; 

(b) The Academy shall make special provisions for admission of women, persons with disabilities, persons 
belonging to the weaker sections of the society and in particular, of the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and the other socially and educationally backward classes of citizens in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard. 

5. Overseas Students.- (a) The Academy may admit overseas students with the required qualification as full time 
students for pursuing the various programmes offered by it. 

(b) The overseas students seeking admission may send their applications through the concerned laboratory of 
the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research having a valid fellowship, namely, third world academy 
of sciences to support their study. 

(c) The overseas students may apply through Indian Council for Cultural Relations, New Delhi and in such 
cases, if they are selected, the Indian Council for Cultural Relations shall sponsor their studies. 

(d) The overseas students may also apply as self-supporting candidates and, if they are selected, shall have to 
pay the required fees to the Academy. 

CHAPTER- IV 
COURSE OF STUDY 

6. (1) Course of study-(a) The Academy may run a graduate programme, which leads to awarding of a Ph.D 

degree; 

(b) The Academy may offer Master’s degrees in such subjects as it deems fit; 

(c) For admission in Ph.D programmes, one should have a Master's degree in any of the Science or 
Technology disciplines; 

(d) The Academy may offer an integrated M.Sc.-Ph.D programme; 

(e) For post B.Sc. integrated Ph.D, one should have a Bachelor's degree in any field of Science or 
Engineering; 

(2) (a) For the purposes of academic requirements,- 

(i) course work is measured in number of credits; and 

(ii) course of one credit is equivalent either to one lecture hour per week (minimum fourteen contact 

hours) or one tutorial hour per week (minimum fourteen contact hours) or two 

laboratory hours per week (minimum twenty-eight contact hours) or a combination 

thereof for the duration of the semester. 

(b) The minimum residency in programme and minimum and maximum period of completion for programme, 
and the credit requirements for graduation in the various programmes shall be as specified in the following 
Table, namely;-

Note 1.- For the purposes of Integrated Ph.D (Engineering), the student must complete all the credit requirements 
including those for M.Tech degree. 

Note 2.- For Ph.D (Sciences), Ph.D (Engineering), Ph.D (Sciences with Industry sponsorship) and Ph.D (Engineering 
with Industry sponsorship) candidate with exceptional qualification with Bachelor’s degree shall be eligible for direct 
admission to the Ph.D programme; 

Provided that the candidate shall have to appear and qualify through the admission process; 

Provided further that a candidate may be eligible for exemption from additional credits as decided by the 

respective Doctoral Advisory Committee of the student after admission. 

Note 3.- "Minimum residency in programme" is counted from the date of admission except when the student is on 
authorised leave; "maximum period for completion" is counted from the student's date of enrolment. Cumulative 
Grade Point Average shall be calculated on the basis of all courses taken by the student. 

(c) For the Integrated Ph.D (Engineering), Ph.D (Sciences), Ph.D (Engineering), Ph.D (Sciences with Industry 
Sponsorship), Ph.D (Engineering with Industry Sponsorship), Direct Ph.D (Sciences), Direct Ph.D 
(Engineering), Direct Ph.D (Sciences with Industry Sponsorship)and Direct Ph.D (Engineering with 
Industry Sponsorship), there shall be following eight additional credit course which shall consist of- 

(i) one project proposal to be prepared by selecting topics of high relevance comprising state-of-the-art 
review, methodologies, recommendations, and other topics, which shall be completed before the 
submission of synopsis of Ph.D thesis, which shall carry two credits; 

(ii) one review article on specific research area of the student, which shall be completed before the 
submission of synopsis of Ph.D thesis, which shall carry two credits; 

(iii) six to eight weeks dedicated work on a project concerned with societal or rural issues under societal 
programme, which shall be completed before the submission of synopsis of Ph.D thesis, which shall 
carry four credits; 
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(d) M.Tech and Ph.D courses may be listed for a comprehensive offering at the laboratory of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research for the Ph.D student to fulfill the requirement of the academic courses; 

(e) One or more required level of courses may be offered by each laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research that broadly cover aspects of research methodologies, technical report writing, 
technical communications, oral presentations, research projects, ethics, laboratory safety practices, and 
other courses as per their needs and requirements; 

(f) Courses of 1, 2 and 3 credits shall be taught by a maximum of 2, 3 and 4 faculty members, respectively; 

(g) If more than one faculty member is teaching a course, one of faculty members shall act as the course- 
coordinator and shall be responsible for its grading, course hand-out, coordination among its teaching 
faculty members, order of topics and their teaching, and other matters; 

(h) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research in consultation with the concerned faculty members shall conduct a review of the courses and 
receive feedback from the students at the end of each semester. 

(3) The Academy may introduce two-year post graduate programmes at laboratories of the Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research in different disciplines of science and engineering on the recommendations of the 
Senate. 

(4) (i) The Ph.D programme shall be under, but not limited to, the following faculties, namely;- 

(a) Engineering Sciences; 

(b) Biological Sciences; 

(c) Chemical Sciences; 

(d) Physical Sciences; 

(e) Mathematical and Information Sciences; 

(ii) The Academy may introduce such number of Ph.D programmes including integrated M.Tech-Ph.D on the 
recommendation of the Senate. 

(iii) The academic courses required to be completed by each Ph.D student shall be recommended by the 
doctoral advisory committee keeping in view the minimum credit requirement in accordance with the 
guidelines of the Academy, and the Ph.D students shall complete their requirement of academic courses 
by the end of their second semester. 

(iv) The Ph.D student shall complete the required level of course by writing the project proposal, review 
article and societal programme before the submission of synopsis of Ph.D thesis. 

(v) The Senate and the respective Board of Studies may determine the procedure for admission to Dual 
Degree Honours courses as they deem fit. 

(vi) The Senate and the respective Board of Studies may determine the procedure for admission to the 
Finishing School Courses as they deem fit. 

7. Enrolment of Graduates.-(1) (a) Every student shall be enrolled in a programme of study leading to the 

award of a degree or diploma only if he satisfies the conditions and criteria specified by the relevant faculty or 
academic unit, as approved by the Senate. 

(b) Every student shall attend the classes of course of study of the respective laboratory of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research regularly; 

Provided that, long absence affecting course work or suspension of fellowship, shall be reported to the 
Dean of the corresponding faculty through the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding 
laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research. 

(c) The Academy shall make entry in the database for students for proper calculation of the period of 
residency and the database shall be appropriately updated for those students who would quit the 
programme with no intention to return. 


(d) The Senate may specifiy any specific fee and the period over which such fee shall remain valid, if so 
desired, for such enrolled or registered graduates. 
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(e) A person shall be deemed to hold a degree with effect from the date of publication of the result of the 
course he had been enrolled for, in the Academy. 

(2) The Associate Director (Institute Affairs and Information and Communications Technology Infrastmcture) 
shall maintain the database of the enrolled or registered graduates with the help of other officials of the 
Academy and the database shall be made available online and shall be periodically updated. 

8. Control, Supervision and Inspection of Teaching Programmes of Constituent Institutions.- (1) Every constituent 
institution of the Academy shall maintain the following records in relation to its activities, namely;- 

(i) admission register of all the students enrolled in a particular programme of study; 

(ii) attendance records of the students, faculty and other employees associated with the Academy; 

(iii) register of results and periodical and continuous assessment carried out in various courses of study; 

(iv) record of transfer and migration; and 

(v) information about any intellectual property generated out of the activities of the students of the 
Academy. 

(2) (a) A committee consisting of the Associate Director (Academic) and the Deans shall inspect every 

constituent institute of the Academy. 

(b) The inspection of the academic activities at each of the constituent institute shall base its audit on the 
following documentations, namely;- 

(i) compilation of teaching and training materials for various programmes; 

(ii) the self-study manual; and 

(iii) reports of the programme reviews 

(c) Inspection shall be made once a year or as required. 

(3) (a) The inspection committee shall submit the report of the inspection of a constituent institute of the Academy 
to the Senate. 

(b) The Chairperson, Senate shall intimate the activities of the Academy at the respective laboratories of the 
Council of Scientific and Industiral Research to the Vice Chairperson and the Chairperson. 

CHAPTER- V 
EXAMINATIONS 

9. Examinations.- (1) (a) The examination syndicate shall oversee the examination and the subsequent 

evaluation process which shall function as a special-purpose sub-committee of the Senate. 

(b) The examination syndicate shall consist of- 

(i) Associate Director (Academic)- Chairperson; 

(ii) Associate Director (Student Affairs)- Member; 

(iii) Deans of all the faculties- Members; and 

(iv) One Associate Dean, who shall be nominated as Secretary. 

(c) The examination syndicate may co-opt other members during any particular examination term, if 
necessary, with the approval of the Senate. 

(d) The examination syndicate shall- 

(i) oversee the examination process for all the courses of studies of the Academy; 

(ii) compile and publish the examination calendar for the Academy in advance; 

(iii) coordinate with all the laboratories of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research so as to 
ensure proper adherence of norms laid down in the statutes and ordinances with respect to the 
examination process; 

(iv) be the custodian for the central examination server of the Academy and shall maintain 
confidentiality of all data contained in the server; 
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(v) complete the evaluation process within forty-five days from the date of examination and publish 
result of the examination; and 

(vi) perform such other functions as may be directed by the Senate and the Boards of Studies from 
time to time. 

(2) (a) The Deans of the Academy shall function as the principal controlling officers for examinations for the 
respective faculties and shall place before the examination syndicate any matters of disputes or grievances 
which arise therefrom. 

(b) The Director shall be the appellate authority for the examinations. 

(3) (a) The examination syndicate shall frame the procedure for operating the examination process in consultation 
with the respective Boards of Studies and the examination process shall be published on the website of the 
Academy. 

(b) The examination process published shall remain valid till a next examination process is published by the 
examination syndicate. 

(4) (a) A student may request the Dean of respective faculty for re-examination and re-evaluation, through online 
application. 

(b) The Board of Studies may fix a specified fee for online application. 

(c) A student may request for re-examination or re-evaluation for a maximum of two courses during a given 
semester. 

(5) (a) The performance of a student in undergraduate, graduate degree and graduate diploma programmes may be 
assessed through a combination of examinations and continuous assessment; 

(b) The Board of Examiners appointed by the Senate shall conduct the assessment; 

(c) The performance of student in graduate research degree programmes may be assessed through a 
combination of examinations, continuous assessment, a written thesis, and an oral examination on their 
thesis and related subject matter; 

(d) A student may continue in a degree or diploma programme only if he satisfies the requirements specified 
by the relevant faculty or academic unit, as approved by the Senate; 

(e) The Academy may disqualify a student from appearing in an examination or withhold his grade for a 
module if- 

(i) he has failed to satisfy specific requirements of the relevant faculty or academic unit for 
admission to the examination or completion of the module; or 

(ii) he is in debt to the Academy other than through an explicit loan made by the Academy; or 

(iii) he is so disqualified or his grade so withheld arising from disciplinary proceedings as provided 
by ordinances, policies and procedures. 

(f) A student who has not been admitted to an examination or whose grade for a module has been withheld 
shall be deemed to have been failed the examination or module; 

(g) The Senate may, withhold the result of a student in the whole or any part of an examination or module 
pending the outcome of disciplinary proceedings as provided by the ordinances, policies and procedures; 

(h) The students for the degrees of Doctor of Social Sciences, Doctor of Letters, and Doctor of Science shall 
be assessed on the basis of their collected published works and the degrees may also be conferred on an 
honorary basis in accordance with the ordinances, policies and procedures; 

(i) Unless specifically authorised, the work submitted by a student to fulfill the requirements of a degree or 
diploma must not have been used to fulfill the requirements of another degree or diploma at the 
Academy or elsewhere; 

(b) The Academy may award a degree or diploma to a student only if- 

(i) he has successfully completed all the requirements for that degree or diploma; and 

(ii) he is not in debt to the Academy, other than through an explicit loan made by the Academy. 

(j) The Senate may, waive any of the requirements for a degree or diploma or academic award for reasons 
to be recorded in writing; 
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No person shall be deprived of any degree, diploma or academic award except for compelling reasons 
and on a resolution of the Senate; 

The Academy shall follow continuous evaluation procedure throughout the semester through class tests, 
quiz, assignment, seminar or presentation on special topic, mid term and end term examinations and other 
procedure and the course coordinator may decide upon the evaluation procedures depending upon the 
course being taught; 

End semester examination shall have maximum weightage of forty percent of the assessment marks for a 
course; 

Depending on the nature of the subject, faculties may opt for open or close book examination; 

For laboratory courses, the students shall submit laboratory reports to the course coordinator and 
depending on the nature of the laboratory work, the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding 
laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research may opt for an oral examination at the end; 

The grading system to be followed for coursework shall be as specified in the following Table, namely:-

(f) The formulae for calculating Semester Grade Point Average and Cumulative Grade Point Average shall

Note 1.- Ci is credit point and Gi is grade point. 

Note 2.- The numerical interpretation of the letter grade has only relation to the calculation of Semester 
Grade Point Average and Cumulative Grade Point Average and the letter grade cannot be awarded as a 
fractional number. For example, if an Instructor has awarded B+ grade to a student, then he earns full 8.0 
grade point on that course. The grade point cannot be 8.2 or 7.8. The grade point shall be multiplied by

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the corresponding credit of the course and then Semester Grade Point Average and Cumulative Grade 
Point Average shall be calculated based on the formula given above. 

Note 3.- The grades have to be within the ranges of A+, A, B+, B, C+ in order to pass the course. 

Note 4.- “C” is a fail grade. 

Note 5.- The instructor shall draw a histogram based on the performance of the students in the course. 
Then he shall decide what should be the minimum pass mark for that course. Thereafter, he shall decide 
on a range (for example, minimum + X marks, X being six or seven or eight marks) and assign 

that range as C+, the immediate upper range should be assigned a letter grade of B and so on. If the 
instructor sees that nobody is tmly outstanding in the histogram, he need not even award A+ in that course 
for that particular batch of students. The instructor is free to choose the minimum pass marks, and hence 
the pass grade is mapped there, depending on the standard of the examinations or assignments and the 
standard of performance of the students in the course. 

Illustration.- While mapping the absolute marks onto the letter grades, the investigator in-charge shall 
ensure the grade he proposes to award. One student may get 55 or 58 (out of 100) as his or her actual 
marks, but the onus is on the Instructor to declare whether the student is C+ or C. The instructor has the 
liberty to declare 58 as C+ and he has to be convinced that the student deserves a C+ grade. Likewise, the 
investigator in-charge has to assign A-t, A and other grade based on the performance of the students in the 
course. 

(h) A student shall have a Semester Grade Point Average >6.0 in each semester and a Cumulative Grade 
Point Average >6.5 from second semester onwards for continuation and the minimum grade point to be 
earned to pass any subject shall be 6.0. 

(i) The course coordinator shall submit the grades of the students in accordance with the academic calendar. 

(j) The confidential feedback from the students be obtained for each course for continuous improvement of 
the programme and the feedback form shall be developed by the respective coordinator of the Academy 
for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research depending on the 
course being taught. 

(7) (a) Every M.Tech, M.S (Research) or Ph.D student shall have at least one thesis supervisor from amongst the 
faculty members of the Academy in the respective laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research and no student shall have more than two supervisors from the same laboratory of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research; 

Provided that, the Academy may appoint another co-supervisor from outside the laboratory of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, if necessary; 

(b) The co-supervisor may be a faculty member of the Academy or not; 

(c) Every laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall evolve modalities for 
appointment of supervisors keeping in view of the aspirations of the students and the research interest of 
the faculty; 

(d) For the purposes of evaluation of M.Tech or M.S (Research) thesis work, following procedure 

shall be followed, namely;- 

(i) the Director of the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall 
constitute the thesis Oral Examination Board on the recommendation of the thesis supervisor 
and the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, for each student; 

(ii) the Oral Examination Board shall have at least three members, namely;- 

(a) one examiner from same field of research; 

(b) one examiner from areas other than the student’s field of research; and 

(c) the thesis supervisor; 

(iii) the thesis supervisor or coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the 

Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall act as the convener of the Oral Examination 
Board; 

(iv) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research shall communicate the constitution of the Oral Examination Board to 
the student; 
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(v) The student shall be allowed to submit the thesis two weeks before the completion of the fourth 

semester with the recommendation of the thesis supervisor; 

(vi) The last allowable date for submission of the thesis shall be fifteen days before the completion 
of the fourth semester; 

(vii) (a) The student shall submit a copy of the thesis along with abstract of the thesis approximately 
of two hundred fifty words, prepared in the format specified by the Academy, at least a week 
before the probable date of oral examination, to the coordinator of the Academy for the 
corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research; 

(b) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research shall forward the copies of the thesis along with abstract 
of thesis to the Oral Examination Board; 

(viii) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research shall conduct the oral examination of a student within eight weeks 
from the date of receipt of report of the thesis from the examiners of the thesis; 

(ix) The student shall present his thesis work physically in an oral examination in the presence of 
the members of the Oral Examination Board; 

(x) The notification of the oral examination shall be circulated by the thesis supervisor in 
consultation with the members of the Oral Examination Board; 

(xi) If a student does not appear in the oral examination within the specified time, his programme 

shall be deemed to have been terminated; 

Provided that the student may request the Chairperson, Senate in writing for his reinstatement 
in the programme. 

(xii) The Chairperson, Senate shall forward the request for reinstatement in the programme to the 

Senate for consideration and in case the Senate accepts the request, it shall specify the 
requirements that the student must fulfill for the award of the degree; 

(xiii) A student shall be deemed to have passed the oral examination if all the members of the Oral 
Examination Board consider that the performance of the student is satisfactory with the award 
of grade C+ or above, as specified in the Table below;

(xiv) Based on the presentation and response to the questions raised during the oral examination, the 
Oral Examination Board may recommend resubmission of the thesis, only once, after 
incorporating the suggestions made by the Oral Examination Board for evaluation in 
rescheduled oral examination; 

(xv) If a thesis is rejected along with a recommendation for resubmission after incorporating any 
modification or correction suggested by the Oral Examination Board, the oral examination of 
the resubmitted thesis or project shall be conducted by the original Oral Examination Board 
unless a different Oral Examination Board is approved by the Chairperson, Senate; 

(xvi) In the rescheduled oral examination, the Oral Examination Board shall declare the student 
either passed or failed and there shall not be any recommendation for the third oral 
examination; 
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(xvii) If the resubmitted thesis is rejected, the same shall be reported to the Senate for taking further 
course of action; 

(xviii)The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific 
and Industrial Research shall forward the recommendation of the Oral Examination Board to 
the Dean, who shall forward his recommendation to the Chairperson, Senate for approval of 
the provisional degree; 

(xix) The Associate Director (Academic) shall award the provisional certificate after successful 
completion of the oral examination; 

(xx) On ratification in the subsequent meeting of the Senate, the successful student becomes eligible 

for receiving the degree during the convocation of the Academy. 

(8) For the purposes of evaluation of Ph.D thesis work, following procedure shall be followed, namely;- 

(a) There shall be a Doctoral Advisory Committee for each student to examine the Ph.D thesis work. 

(b) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, in consultation with the Director of laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, shall constitute a Doctoral Advisory Committee for each student as soon as the thesis 
supervisor is assigned with recommendation of Dean and the recommendation is approved by the 
Chairperson, Senate; 

(c) In addition to the thesis supervisor, the Doctoral Advisory Committee shall have three more members of 
whom two members from the same research area as recommended by the supervisor and one member 
nominated by the Director of laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research from 
different field of research; 

(d) The Doctoral Advisory Committee shall recommend that the academic courses required to be completed 
by each Ph.D student keeping in view the minimum credits requirement in accordance with the guidelines 
of the Academy; 

(e) The Doctoral Advisory Committee shall review the progress of the research work on continuous basis and 
meet at least once in a year and shall advise on the next course of action; 

(f) The Doctoral Advisory Committee may recommend the date for submission of the thesis; 

(g) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research shall report to the Dean of the details of the Doctoral Advisory Committee and obtain 
necessary approval from time to time; 

(h) The functions of the Doctoral Advisory Committee and the time frame for carrying out the functions shall 
be as specified in the following Table, namely;-

Note.- No two consecutive Doctoral Advisory Committee meetings shall be held within a span of two 
months. 
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(9) (a) A student shall be eligible to appear at the comprehensive examination only after he has successfully 
completed all course requirements with more than the minimum Cumulative Grade Point Average; 

(b) The comprehensive examination board shall consist of the members of the Doctoral Advisory Committee 
and the Director of the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research or his nominee who 
has demonstrated ability in guiding students; 

(c) The Director of the concerned laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall 
approve the comprehensive examination board for each student based on the proposal of the supervisor 
which shall subsequently be informed to the Dean of the concerned faculty and the Academy for updating 
records; 

(d) A student in consultation with the thesis supervisor shall appear for oral comprehensive examination in 
between the second and the fourth semester and if the student fails to clear the comprehensive 
examination in two attempts, his provisional enrolment or registration for Ph.D shall be deemed to have 
been cancelled; 

Provided that the student shall not be ineligible for M.S (Research) if he is ready to go through the 
process of M.S (Research). 

(e) The comprehensive examination shall consist of presentation by the student followed by rigorous oral 
examination; 

(f) The comprehensive examination board may declare the student as “cleared” or “not cleared”; 

(10) A Ph.D student shall present his or her Ph.D proposal in a state-of-the-art open seminar in the presence of 

Doctoral Advisory Committee within six months after clearing the comprehensive examination; 

(11) (a) Before proceeding to finalise the thesis, each Ph.D student shall deliver a colloquium open to faculty, 

students and scientists of laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research in which he has 
been pursuing his research work to obtain comments and criticism which shall be incorporated in his or 
her thesis; 

(b) A notice of the Ph.D colloquium shall be circulated by the thesis supervisor in consultation with the 
members of the Doctoral Advisory Committee and the notice of the colloquium shall be displayed on 
the notice board of the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research at least four days 
in advance; 

(c) The Supervisor of the thesis shall intimate to the concerned Dean or Associate Dean and the Associate 

Director (Academic) that the Ph.D colloquium has been given, through the coordinator of the 

Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research; 

(d) The student shall submit the Ph.D thesis to the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding 
laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research only after the recommendation of the 
Doctoral Advisory Committee that the student has satisfactorily completed the Ph.D colloquium; 

(e) On recommendation of the Doctoral Advisory Committee, the student shall submit to the coordinator 
of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research 
two paperback copies of the Ph.D synopsis along with the thesis, prepared in a format specified by the 
Academy and one soft copy on a compact disc; 

(12) (a) A thesis examination board shall first evaluate the Ph.D thesis and thereafter evaluation of Ph.D thesis 

shall be done by an Oral Examination Board; 

(b) The Dean of the corresponding faculty shall constitute the Ph.D Thesis Examination Board which shall 
consist of two members in addition to the thesis supervisor; 

(c) The constitution of the Ph.D Thesis Examination Board shall be as per the following procedures, 
namely;- 

(i) the thesis supervisor shall submit a panel of examiners, which consists of eight experts from the 
relevant field to the Dean of corresponding faculty through the coordinator of the Academy for 
the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research immediately 
after the Ph.D colloquium; 

(ii) no examiner shall belong to the same Institute; 

(iii) the Dean of concerned faculty shall constitute the Thesis Examination Board by assigning serial 
number in order of preference; 

(iv) the Dean shall inform the concerned coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding 
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laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research the list of examiners in order of 
preference; 

(d) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 

Industrial Research shall contact the first two examiners for their consent to examine the thesis within 

eight weeks and in case, any of the first two examiners decline to examine, the next examiner on the 

list may be contacted to examine the thesis; 

(e) On receipt of the acceptance of examinership, a copy of the thesis along with a thesis evaluation form 
shall be forwarded to each examiner for the report by the examiner; 

(f) When the reports of the examiners are received, the Doctoral Advisory Committee shall recommend 
the next course of action, that is, recommendation for holding oral examination or rework based on the 
report of the examiners; 

(g) If one of the examiners rejects the thesis, the same shall be referred to the Dean of the concerned 
faculty for taking further course of action; 

(h) If two or more examiners reject the thesis, the thesis shall be rejected; 

(i) The Doctoral Advisory Committee may recommend re-submission of the thesis only once after 

incorporating the suggestions made by the Doctoral Advisory Committee for evaluation; 

(j) On the basis of the report of the thesis examination board, the student shall incorporate all the 
suggestions and corrections as recommended by the thesis examination board and submit two bound 
copies of the thesis to the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council 
of Scientific and Industrial Research; 

(k) The thesis shall be paperback and printed on both sides of a page to minimise the utilisation of paper; 

(l) The cover of the thesis shall contain the title of the thesis, the name of the student, the name of the 
supervisor, name of the degree for which the thesis is submitted, logo of the Academy and name of the 
laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research where the work was undertaken; 

(m) The names of the members of the Thesis Examination Board shall be kept confidential to the student 
till successful completion of the oral examination; 

Provided that, on completion of Ph.D. thesis evaluation, the academic section shall forward the names 
of the members of Ph.D Thesis Examination Board to the thesis supervisor. 

(n) (i) The Director of the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall 
constitute the Ph.D Thesis Oral Examination Board on the recommendation of the thesis supervisor; 

(ii) The Oral Examination Board shall have at least three members present for holding an oral 
examination, namely, one external member preferably one of the thesis examiners, one from the 
Doctoral Advisory Committee and the thesis supervisor; 

(o) The Ph.D oral examination shall either be an open examination or may be conducted just in the 
presence of members of the Oral Examination Board, as the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research deems fit; 

(p) The supervisor or the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research shall be the convener of the Oral Examination Board and shall fix 
the date of the oral examination and intimate the date to the Doctoral Advisory Committee; 

(q) If a member of the Oral Examination Board communicates his inability to be present in advance or 
fails to be present on the specified date and time, the Chairperson, Senate, may appoint a substitute in 
consultation with the thesis supervisor or the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding 
laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, Director of laboratory of the Council 
of Scientific and Industrial Research; 

(r) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research shall provide every member of the Oral Examination Board a soft copy of the 
thesis along with the entire technical correspondence with the examiners of thesis at least one week 
before the date of the oral examination; 

(s) The student may appear at the oral examination electronically, namely, video conferencing, skype, 
google hangout and other similar modes with prior approval of the Chairperson, Senate; 

(t) The Oral Examination Board shall- 
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(i) examine the thesis reports; 

(ii) examine, if necessary modifications suggested by the examiners of the thesis have been 
incorporated; 

(iii) elicit the reply of student to the questions raised by the thesis examiners; 

(iv) authenticate the work as the student's own; 

(v) judge if the presentation of the work by the student and the answers to the questions asked have 

been satisfactory; and 

(vi) provide a report of the oral examination to the Supervisor through the coordinator of the 
Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research. 

(u) The student shall be deemed to have passed the oral examination, if all the members, except at most 
one member, consider that the performance of the student is satisfactory; 

(v) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research shall archive one bound copy of the thesis at the library of the laboratory of the 
Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, and one bound copy of the thesis shall be with the thesis 
supervisor for record and the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the 
Council of Scientific and Industrial Research shall forward the updated compact disc to the 
headquarters of the Academy for records; 

(w) If a student has not passed the oral examination, the Oral Examination Board shall specify whether- 

(A) (a) the student may be given another chance to appear in the oral examination and shall specify 
the approximate date for re-examination; 

(b) the original Oral Examination Board shall conduct the re-examination, unless a different 
Oral Examination Board is approved by the Chairperson, Senate; 

(c) in the re-examination, the Oral Examination Board shall declare whether the student has 
passed or failed as provided by the Ordinances but shall not recommend for holding a third 
oral examination. 

(B) the student is declared to have failed; 

(x) The entire process after submission of thesis leading to completion of the oral examination shall be 
completed within eight to twelve weeks; 

(y) The coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research shall forward the complete report of the Oral Examination Board to the Dean, who 
shall forward his recommendation to the Chairperson, Senate for approval of the provisional degree; 

(z) The Associate Director (Academic)shall award the provisional certificate after successful completion 
of the oral examination; 

(aa) On ratification in the subsequent meeting of the Senate, the successful student becomes eligible for 
receiving the degree during the convocation of the Academy. 

CHAPTER-VI 

CONDITIONS AND MODE OF APPOINTMENT AND DUTIES OF EXAMINING BODIES, 

EXAMINERS AND MODERATORS 

10. Appointment of Thesis Supervisors for M.Tech, M.S (Research)and Ph.D Students.- (1)A student for M.Tech, 
M.S (Research) and Ph.D shall not have more than two supervisors at any given time. 

(2) The Thesis supervisor of a student shall be appointed from amongst the faculty members of the Academy at 
different laboratories of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research. 

(3) If there are joint supervisors, then at least one of the supervisors shall be a faculty member of the Academy. 

(4) The Academy may under exceptional circumstances appoint other faculty of the Academy of the rank of 
senior scientist as co-supervisor of the Ph.D students; 

Provided that there shall not be more than one co-supervisor for one student at a time. 

(5) For the purposes of clause (4), the recommendation of a peer group appointed by the Director of the 
laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research to which the student belongs may forward the 
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merit and qualifications of the co-supervisors to the Academy for approval of the Doctoral Advisory 
Committee or Senate. 

(6) No change or addition of supervisor shall be allowed after the thesis has been submitted. 

(7) In case there has been a change or addition in the supervisors- 

(a) the M.Tech or M.S (Research) thesis shall not be submitted earlier than three months; and 

(b) the Ph.D thesis shall not be submitted earlier than six months from the date of such change; 

Provided that the Dean of the particular discipline may waive the period for submission of the thesis if he is 
satisfied that inspite of the change or addition of supervisor, the student is ready for submission of the thesis. 

(8) If the supervisor proceeds on long leave in the case of Ph.D students and on leave for more than three months 
in the case of M.Tech or M.S (Research)students, the Senate shall appoint a supervisor or a co-supervisor in 
consultation with the supervisor and the student and if so, the number of supervisors may be more than two, 
if an external supervisor already exists. 

(9) If a supervisor of a student proceeds on short leave in case of Ph.D students and on leave for not more than 
three months in case of M.Tech or M.S (Research)students, the Supervisor may authorise one of the members 
of the Doctoral Advisory Committee of the students to take care of various formalities and the same shall be 
notified to the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research. 

(10) In case a supervisor resigns or retires or otherwise ceases to be a faculty member of the Academy, the 
Director of the laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research may in consultation with the 
student and the coordinator of the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research appoint a new supervisor or co-supervisor, which shall then be forward by the Dean to 
the Senate for ratification. 


CHAPTER-VII 

CONVOCATION, AWARD OF DEGREES, FELLOWSHIPS, SCHOLARSHIPS, ETC. 

11. Convocation and Award of Degrees.- (l)The convocation of the Academy shall be held once in a calendar year 
during the month of September. 

(2) (a)The degrees conferred by the Academy include, but not limited to, the following, namely;- 

(i) M.Tech; 

(ii) Ph.D in Science, Engineering or Social Science and Humanities; 

(iii) Integrated M.Tech-Ph.D in Engineering; 

(iv) Integrated Ph.D in Science or Engineering; 

(v) Integrated M.Sc-Ph.D in Science; 

(vi) M.S by Research in Science and Engineering; 

(vii) Honours Dual Degree; 

(viii)Post Graduate Diploma in Finishing School (One or Two year Post Graduate diploma); and 

(ix) Diploma in areas offering new knowledge (Short term diploma). 

Note.- In conferring the degrees, the Academy shall indicate in all official documents the specific 
discipline or specialisation undertaken or marks of distinction conferred, and the abbreviated name of the 
degree; 

(b) The Academy may award graduate diplomas, and in awarding such graduate diplomas, it may indicate in 
all official documents the specific discipline or specialisation undertaken, and the abbreviated name of the 
graduate diploma; 

(c) The Senate shall approve the concurrent degrees, double degrees, joint degrees and joint diplomas for 
conferment of such degrees or diplomas on any person who has completed all of the requirements for the 
degrees or diploma; 

12. The certificates issued by the Academy include, but not limited to, the following, namely;- 

(i) Migration Certificate; 
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(ii) Authentication Certificate; 

(iii) Character Certificate; 

(iv) Bonafide Certificate; 

(v) Medium of Instruction Certificate; 

(vi) Attendance Certificate; 

CHAPTER-VIII 

DISCIPLINE, CODE OF CONDUCT AND PENALTY FOR PERSONNEL AND STUDENTS 

13. Disciplinary and Appellate authority.- (1) The Director shall be the disciplinary authority to institute disciplineary 
proceedings against employees and students of the Academy. 

(2) The Chairperson shall be the appellate authority who shall hear appeals against the order of the disciplinary 
authority. 

14. Misconduct by employees and procedure therefor.- (1) The Central Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1964 

and the Central Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965, shall apply for enforcing 
discipline among all permanent, temporary and contractual employees of the Academy, and the procedure for 
imposing penalty therefor, respectively. 

(2) If any permanent, contractual and temporary employee of the Academy commits any misconduct, he may be- 

(a) terminated from service; or 

(b) suspended from service; or 

(c) not provided with an increment; or 

(d) issued a serious warning; or 

(e) issued a warning; 

15. Vigilance Officer.- (1) The Director may appoint a vigilance officer with the approval of the Chairperson. 

(2) A senior faculty of the Academy, not in any way related to the sensitive matters, namely, appointment, 
procurement and other matters connected thereto, of the Academy, or a senior person from outside the Council 
of Scientific and Industrial Research or the Academy system, having considerable experience, may be 
appointed as vigilance officer. 

(3) The vigilance officer shall oversee the compliance of integrity and ethics by the employees of the Academy, 
both permanent and temporary who draw salary from the funds of the Academy. 

16. Conduct of the student in the Academy.- (1) Every student shall attend lectures, laboratories, workshops, and other 
academic activities relating to the subject of the course as specified by the Academy, and no student shall remain 
absent without adequate reasons and prior permission. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of clause (1), if any student was absent, he shall apply in writing to the coordinator of 
the Academy for the corresponding laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research to condone 
his absence. 

(3) Every student admitted to a course or a research programme shall- 

(i) complete his studies in the Academy; and 

(ii) not discontinue studies except for compelling reasons and with the prior permission of the 
corresponding Dean. 

(4) Every student of the Academy shall wear such dress and behave themselves in such manner as may be 
specified by the Academy from time to time. 

(5) Every student of the Academy shall maintain discipline, including observance of good conduct and orderly 
behaviour. 

(6) Without prejudice to the generality of the power to maintain and enforce discipline, the following shall 
amount to acts of indiscipline or misconduct, namely;- 

(a) irregularity of attendance; 
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(b) indifference towards work assigned; 

(c) spreading rumours among the students and giving false publicity misleading fellow students; 

(d) any act or form of discrimination on the basis of caste, category, religion, race and region; 

(e) contravention of the provisions of the Statutes, Ordinances, code of conduct and procedures of the 
Academy; 

(f) damage or defacement of property belonging to the Academy or its constituent establishments; 

(g) falsification or misuse of documents or certificates of the Academy or any other documents or 
certificates in connection with the degrees, examinations or admissions; 

(h) fraud, dishonesty, impersonation and similar act of misbehaviour; 

(i) defamation; 

(j) assaulting of employees or faculty of the Academy; 

(k) lodging complaints against any personnel of the Academy or student with malicious intention or 
without reasonable cause; 

(l) plagiarism or any act relating thereto; 

(m) disruption or improper interference with the academic activities or administration of the Academy or 
performance of duties by an employee of the Academy; 

(7) Depending on the gravity of the indiscipline the Academy may take following actions against a student, 
namely;- 

(a) expulsion from the Academy; 

(b) rustication from the Academy or hostel for a specified period; 

(c) suspension from the course of study up to two semester period; 

(d) depriving a student from seeking- 

(i) re-admission as a student of the Academy for a period of three years; 

(ii) admission as a student in any other institutions; 

(iii) grade card or certificate for the course studied or work carried out by him in the course of study 

for which he was admitted; 

(e) withdrawal of degree or diploma or result; 

(f) recommend the Director of the concerned laboratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research to withdraw the fellowship or scholarship at any time; 

(g) debarring from appearing in the semester examination; 

(h) fine not exceeding five thousand rupees; 

(i) issue of serious warning; 

(j) issue of warning; 

Provided that no penalty referred to in this ordinance shall be imposed against a student without giving him 
an opportunity of being heard. 

(8) For the purposes of clause (7), the Academy may conduct inquiry and if necessary, it shall follow the 
following procedures, namely;- 

(a) call the complainant for hearing and record his deposition; 

(b) call the student against whom complaint is made for recording his statement; 

(c) list the witnesses and call them for recording depositions;

(d) take any evidence from other persons, who were present at the time of alleged incident and had 
witnessed the incident and record their statements; 

(e) may conduct cross-examination of the student against whom complaint is made and the 
complainant; 

(f) may examine any material evidence, like audio or video tapes or paper documents and such other 
material which is available. 

(9) The inquiry officer shall prepare a comprehensive report where specific charge against student is framed and 
issue a show cause notice. 

(10) The inquiry officer shall consider defense of the student against whom complaint is made in the show cause 
notice. 

(11) The inquiry officer shall prepare a final report and recommend the Director for appropriate penalty. 

(12) On the basis of the recommendation, the Director may award penalty and intimate the same to the student. 

(13) The aggrieved student may appeal against the penalty to the appellate authority. 

(14) Notwithstanding anything contained in clauses (8), (9), and (10), if a student is convicted by a court of law, 
the Academy may enter the facts of the same in the official records, expel him from the Academy or 
rustication from the hostel or withdraw the degree or diploma awarded. 

(15) The Academy may exercise disciplinary powers notwithstanding that the person liable to be subjected to 
disciplinary action has ceased to be a student of the Academy; 

Provided that the circumstances giving rise to the disciplinary proceedings arose while the person was a 
student of the Academy or in connection with the person’s admission to a course of study in the Academy. 

17. Student’s Indiscipline.- All allegations of indiscipline against a student shall be referred to the Associate Director 

(Student Affairs) and shall be inquired into by such officials as appointed by the Academy, on the direction of 

the Director in each case. 

18. Penalty for ragging and sexual harassment.- (1) The students of the Academy shall behave themselves in a manner 

that provides a safe working environment for women. 

(2) No student shall involve in ragging in the Academy or any of laboratories of the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, estates, colonies, campus and if any student involves in ragging be expelled from the 
Academy. 

Provided that no student shall be expelled without giving him an opporutinity of being heard. 

(3) A student who involves in any sexual harassment shall be expelled from the Academy after conducting 
disciplinary proceedings. 
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
